LOUISVILLE,  Ky.  (BP)  _ 
Southern  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary  here  close*  its  cen¬ 
tennial  year  on  a  note  of  joy _ 

Its  accreditation  with  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Association  of  Theological 
Schools  remains  intact. 

The  seminary  went  through 
a  period  of  orisis  between 
June,  1958,  and  June,  1959.  cli 
maxed  by  the  dismissal  of  12 
professors.  The  seminary  trus 
tees  later  rescinded  the  dis- 


ern  Baptist  Convention  at  Louia- 
vilia  and  by  the  erection  of  the 
James  P-  Boyce  Centennial  Li¬ 
brary,  named  in  honor  of  the 
founder  and  first  president  of 
the  seminary. 

The  accrediting  report 
it  clear  that  the  authorities  of 
the  seminary  had  taken  positive 


missals  and  accepted  the  pro¬ 
fessors’  resignations  instead. 

The  American  Association  of 
Theological  Schools  expressed 
concern  over  the  dismissals  and 
reviewed  the  seminary’s  accred¬ 
ited  standing.  Its  report  issued 
in  December  continued  this  ac¬ 
credited  standing. 

A  committee  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  president 
and  former  presidents  was  ap¬ 
pointed  gt  one  time  during  the 


crisis  to  assist  the  seminary. 
This  committee  ended  its  work 
during  December  of  1959,  and 
even  while  the  crisis  was  going 
on,  the  seminary  continued 
with  its  centennial  celebration. 
It  was  established  in  1806  at 
Greenville,  South  Carolina  and 
is  the  oldest  of  six  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  seminaries. 

The  Centennial  Celebration 
was  highlighted  by  the  holding 
of  the  1906  session  of  the  South-

Dr.  Hillyer,  general  secretary 
of  the  Canadian  Baptist  For 
eign  Mission  Board,  makes  the 
pointed  conclusion:  “The  re¬ 
sponsibility  of  our  generation 
for  evangelizing  these,  our  con¬ 
temporaries,  is  sensationally 
logical.  If  we  do  not  do  it,  they 
will  never  be  evangelized.’’ 


November  Mission  Gifts 
Set  Convention  Record 


Dallas  Church 
Pledges  $927,000 

DALLAS  —  (BP)  —  The  First 
Baptist  Church  here  has  over¬ 
subscribed  a  record  budget  be¬ 
lieve  to  be  the  largest  church 
budget  in  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention. 

A  total  of  $927,000  in  pledges 
and  cash  has  topped  the  1960 
budget  of  $900,000,  and  pastor 
W.  A.  Criswell  says  that  more 
than  half  of  the  budget  will  go 
to  world  and  home  missions,  de¬ 
nominational  work  and  benevo¬ 
lent  causes.  The  church  will 
give  25  per  cent  of  the  bud¬ 
get  to  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram. 


NASHVILLE  —  (BP)  —  No¬ 
vember  waa  one  of  those  “red 
letter”  months  for  Southern 
Baptists. 

Not  only  did  the  Convention 
meet  the  basic  section  of  Its 
1959  Cooperative  Program  bud¬ 
get,  but  the  month's  gifts 
through  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  topped  all  previous 
months  in  history. 

Treasurer  Porter  Routh  an¬ 
nounced  that  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  receipts  during  November 
totaUed  $1,680,312.  It  brought 
the  total  receipts  via  Coopera¬ 
tive  Program  for  the  year  to 


The  $15  million  goal  for 
meeting  budgets  of  Convention 
agencies,  reached  during  the 
month,  was  thus  exceeded  by 
over  a  half-million  dollars.  This 
over-and-above,  known  as  the 
Advance  section.  Is  divided  be¬ 
tween  only  the  Convention’s 
Home  and  Foreign  Mission 
Boards.  Foreign  missions  gets 
three-fourths  of  the  receipts 
through  Dec.  31. 

The  goal  for  the  Advance 
section  is  $2V4  million. 

The  Convention  treasurer's 
office  received  $122,418  daring 
November  in  specially-designa¬ 
ted  gifts.  Unlike  Cooperative 
Program  funds,  which  are  shar¬ 
ed  by  a  percentage  scale  among 
all  agencies,  designated  gifts  go 
directly  to  a  particular  object 
named  by  the  donor.

Minnie  Landrum 

One  of  God’s  GREAT  Women 


As  friends  and  relatives  met 
to  pay  tribute  to  a  life  greatly 
lived— her  pastor's  tribute  was 
based  on  these  facts: 

Minnie  Landrum  was  great -hi 
Her  love  for  The  Christ 
Her  dedication  and  sense  of 
mission 

Her  courage  and  her  faith 
Her  love  and  concern  for 
people 

She  had  a  Great  God 
Often  Miss  Minnie  told  of 
her  first  impressions  for  mis¬ 
sions — in  a  Sunbeam  Band! 
Never  did  she  lose  sight  of 
God’s  purpose  for  her  life. 

For  37  years  she  served  as 
a  missionary  to  Braiil.  Miss 
Landrum  went  to  .Brazil  in 
1922.  Her  first  work  there  was 
as  field  worker  for  the  WMU. 
She  tells  of  many  trying  ex¬ 
periences,  such  as  riding  in  Ox¬ 
carts,  walking  miles  over  rough 
trails  at  night  by  light  of  crude¬ 
ly  improvised  lanterns,  sleeping 
on  pews  in  church  houses,  in 
hammocks,  in  mud  huts  or  on 
very  hard  beds.  But  seeing  the 
response  and  eagerness  of  the 
people  in  these  meetings  arous¬ 
ed  a  desire  to  give  of  her  best 
to  satisfy  their  crying  needs. 
This  work  was  a  great  Chal¬ 
lenge  and  she  watched  the 
spiritual  growth  of  the  women. 
Some  learned  to  read  so  they 
could  read'  their  Bible  and  later 
they  became  good  Sunday 
School  teachers  and  leaders. 
Her  next  work  was  as  Execu¬ 
tive  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of 
the  WMU  of  Brazil. 

During  her  years  of  service 
there  were  many  evidences  of 
God’s  leadership  —  the  estab¬ 
lishment  and  building  of  two 
Training  Schools  for  young  wo¬ 
men,  one  in  North  Brazil,  Recife 
and  one  in  Rio  de  Janeiro.  Miss 
Landrum  was  more  closely  as¬ 
sociated  with  the  school  in  Rio 
because  her  headquarters  were 
in  that  city.  In  1BB7,  after  hav¬ 
ing  resigned  as  WMU  Secretary, 
Miss  Landrum  was  asked  to 
serve  as  interim  Directress  of 
the  Training  School  in  Rio,  of 
this  service  Miss  Minnie  said, 
"This  was  the  crowning  ex¬ 
perience  of  all  my  missionary 
activities  as  it  helped  me  to 
realize  the  need  of  the  school 
and  see  the  tremendous  work 
it'  is  doing  in  preparing  young 
women  who  will  occupy  places 
of  leadership  in  the  Baptist  de¬ 
nomination  of  Brazil  and  the 
countries  where  we  are  doing 
Foreign  Mission  work." 

Three  Goodwill  Centers  were 
established,  more  and  better 
literature  was  published,  larger 
WMU  staff  and  headquarters 


were  secured,  GA’s  and  RA’s 
were  begun,  and  in  countless 
other  ways  the  work  of  missions 
was  extended  and  expanded. 

All  of  Miss  Landrum's  work 
in  Brazil  shows  ever  a  continu¬ 
ed  and  expanding  growth  and 
development  of  the  Lord's  work 
as  it  came  under  her  hands  and 
influence.  She  had  the  ability 
to  work  with  others  and  show¬ 
ed  in  her  work  what  a  marvel¬ 
ous  success  one  can  attyin  by 
giving  self  entirely  to  the  Lord. 

When  we  realized  that  Miss 
Minnie’s  illness  was  terminal, 
Mississippi  Woman’s  Missionary 
Union  wanted  to  give  her  some¬ 
thing  to  brighten  her  days.  A 
record  player  and  some  records 
were  given  to  her  several  weeks 
ago..  On  repeated  occasions 
she  expressed  a  desire  to  send 
a  message  of  thanks  for  the 
WMU  column  in  the  Baptist 
Record.  She  dictated  that  mess¬ 
age  Thanksgiving  day  and  it 
was  received  in  the  mail  short¬ 
ly  after  the  message  of  her 
home  going  was  received.  Wo 
want  to  share  it  with  you.

whom  we  all  had  our  conversation  (manner  of  life — ed.)  in 
times  past  in  the  lusts  of  our  flesh,  fulfilling  the  desires 
of  the  flesh,  and  of  the  mind;  and  were  by  nature  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  wrath,  even  as  others.”

The  prophets  of  old  faced  such  conditions 
m  Israel  and  called  upon  the  people  to  return  unto  the 
Lord  that  He  might  send  revival  in  the  land.  Revival  is 
America’s  greatest  need  just  now.  Conditions  will  not  be 
very  much  changed,  until  men’s  hearts  are  changed,  and 
those  ran  be  changed  only  by  the  regenerating  power  of 
God.  A  mighty  revival,  sweeping  our  land,  could  bring 
many  people  to  Christ  for  His  saving  power.  Only  as  we 
see  people  saved,  can  we  see  their  lives  changed,  and  as 
lives  are  changed  America  will  be  changed.  It  is  too  big  a 
tMkTi°T  but  it  is  hot  too  great  a  task  for  God.

ial  Missions

Prepare  ye  the  way  of  the  Lord — Matt.  3:3 
Prepared  aa  a  bride  adorned  for  her  husband — Rev.  21:2. 

It  is  always  interesting  to  observe  the  stir  caused  as  indivi¬ 
duals  make  proper  preparation  for  significant  events  in  their 
lives.  There  is,  for  Instance,  the  earnest,  haRpy  anticipation  which 
guides  a  young, prospective  bride  as  she  makes  MMaaMH 
ready  for  this  crowing  event  of  her  life.  Many  ■ 
necessary  details  crowd  in  upon  her  vying  forH 
her  attention.  As  the  wedding  day  draws  closer, 
the  activities  become  more  hurried  and  the  ■ 
days,  more  crowded.  H 

John  the  Baptist,  performing  well  his  role  ■ 
of  forerunner  for  Christ,  made  a  great  announ-  H 
cement:  The  Messiah  is  coming.  Both  the  Iden-  ^ 
tity  of  the  coming  king  as  well  as  his  high  and 
lofty  mission  demanded  that  those  who  received 
him  do  so  properly.  John  insisted  that  men  make  ready  to  meet 
the  Lord.  The  question  then  is  How  are  we  to  get  ready?  or  What 
are  we  to  do?  and  What  is  the  proper  attitude  for  receiving  the 
king? 

Repentance 

First,  John  calls  upon  those  who  would  receive  Christ  the 
King  to  be  in  an  attitude  of  repentance.  This  strong  word  has 
vital  significance  for  individuals  who  would  come  to  God,  for 
repentance  means  an  about  face,  a  turning  away  from  sin  to  a 
richness  and  a  fullness  of  the  divine  life  which  comes  through 
the  Son  of  God  A  king  so  great  is  never  satisfied  apart  from 
complete  repentance  and  surrender.  We  cannot  please  Him  by 
boasting  in  His  presence.  We  must  repent  of  our  sins. 

Next,  John  insists  that  we  hearken  to  the  voice  of  God,  and 
that  we  come  to  understand  God  is  delivering  His  message  to 
men  through  His  Son  and  through  His  prophets.  The  voice  of 
one  crying  in  the  wilderness  is  God  offering  hope,  calling  for 
repentance,  and  granting  salvation.  We  may  or  may  not  take 
lightly  what  men  say  about  others  matters,  but  when  God  delivers 
His  message  to  us,  we  must  listen  if  we  are  to  have  a  Godly  pros¬ 
perity.  God  will  always  deliver  His  message  to  us  in  words  that 
we  can  understand.  His  messengers  are  those  of  like  passions, 
speaking  the  same  language  as  we.  And  even  the  Great  High 
Priest,  the  Son  of  God  Himself,  is  said  to  be  one  who  is  not 
unable  to  be  touched  with  a  feeling  of  our  infirmities.  And  so 
we  must  hear  God  when  He  calls  us  to  repentance  and  when  He 
insists  on  our  following  Him  closely. 

King  of  Kings 

Finally,  John  calls  upon  those  who  would  receive  the  King 
to  make  ready  by  making  His  paths  straight.  The  phrase  means 
literally,  “repair  the  roadways,"  with  the  implication  that  a 
general  overhaul  is  needed  to  show  proper  respect  for  an  expected 
visitor  of  great  importance.  The  coming  of  Christ  produces  pro¬ 
found  transformation.  He  exerts  power  to  cleanse,  to  lift,  to 
heal,  and  to  save. 

To  receive  the  King  of  Kings  is  to  reach  the  intended  goal  of 
life.  May  we  make  ready  to  receive  Him. 


Work  Has  Grown  * 

Southern  Baptist  work  in  the 
Republic,  which  extends  500 
miles  from  north  to  south  and 
up  to  100  miles  wide,  includes 
26  churches  and  35  missions. 

“The  rapid  spread  of  the  work 
in  Panama  has  been  so  great 
that  we  find  it  difficult  to  keep 
up  with  the  demand  for  prop¬ 
erty,  new  buildings,  and  trained 
leaders,”  Van  Royen  said. 

He  compared  the  work  there 
with  Baptist  beginnings  in  the 
states  100  years  ago.  The 
greatest  need  is  in  the  educa¬ 
tion  field,  to  train  pastors  and 
workers  in  the  basic  principles 
of  Southern  Baptist  education 
work.  t 

Seminary  Begun 

To  do  this,  a  seminary  was 
started  five  years  ago.  There 
are  16  students  this  year,  and 
last  year  16  graduated.  “All  16 
are  in  the  work  now,”  he  said. 
“We  are  already  receiving  the 
fruits  of  these  people  who  are 
trained  in  our  work.” 

Van  Royen  has  a  dream  of 
30  acres  of  land  to  house  the 
seminary,  a  secondary  school 
for  missionary  children,  head¬ 
quarters  for  leadership,  an  or¬ 
phanage,  and  apartments  for 
retired  missionaries.
